• Arguments with respect to claims 15, 27-29. and 39 that were rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 12, first and second paragraph have been 
considered and are persuasive, therefore, claims 15. 27-29, and 39 rejected under U.S.C. 112. first and second paragraph have 

withdrawn. 

• Arguments with respect to claims 15-20, 22-29, and 35-50 that were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) have been considered, but are not 
persuasive. The applicants argued the cited prior art of record (US 6606669 to Nakagiri) fails to teach and/or suggest establishing 
communication link and downloading software upon establishing a link. 

In response, the examiner fully disagrees with applicants' arguments. Nakagiri explicitly teaches establishing a communication link ((col. 6.
